happy over a deal pul across between the 
teamsters union m Detroit and Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Sumnierfield to call off an investigation of 
labor raketeering in the Detroit area. In return 
for quashing the probe, the teamsters union in 
f>etroit is to support Sen. Homer Ferguson, Re­ 
publican for re-election. 
Though publication of the facts is ceiiain to 
bring ringing denials, this aeal was what was 
behma the speech made on the floor of the 
house of representatives last week by Congress­ 
man Claie Hoflman of Mi- higan when he saia 
that his subconiniittee on labor racKeteering 
and welfare funds “had but barely entered upon 
its investigations when, apparently for political 
reasons, it w’as liquidated.” 
It was the same Summerfield-Teamsters deal 
which also was behind the statement made by 
Congressman Wint Smith of Kansas, after a 
biief hearing last Novemlier, that the investiga­ 
tion of Detroit labor racketeering was being 
called off because of “pres-sure." 
“ Where does the pressure comc^ from?” Smith 
w'as asked. 
-From so hign,” Sniitn told newsmen, looking 
a- the ceiling, “That I can’t even discuss it.” 
Members of the committee staff, however, 
said it came direct from GOP House Leader 
Charley Halleck of Indiana. Halleck in turn w^as 
acting as a result of the Summerfield-Ferguson 
deal with the t« amsters. 
Here is the inside story of what happened 
Teamsters Object 
Last June, Congressman Hoffman chairman of 
the government operations committee, held a 
preliminary probe of the teamsters union in 
and around Detroit, where it looked into alleged 
pre.ssure on the juke box employers to m.ake 
union pay-offs to Teamsters locals: also pressure 
on automatic car-wash employers to make pay­ 
offs. This brought protests from Jim Hof fa. 
head of the teamsters union in Detroit. 
Following this, on July 15. the government 
operations committee voted to side-track its 
chairman, cantankerous Clare 
Hoffman. This 
vote was not inspired by the labor matter in 
Detroit so much as by the fact that Hoffman 
h difiicult to get along with and was conducting 
the committee’s affairs as if he were its sole 
member. 
But Hoffman, blocked by his own committee, 
made an end run by getting the house labor 
committee ,of which he is also ? member, to 
probe the Detroit teamsters. So a subcommittee, 
including Hoffman, Smith of Kansas, and Land­ 
rum of Georgia, continued the Detroit probe, 
using information gathered by the staff of the 
government operations committee. 
It Tea msters Indicted 
Meanwhile, however. Teamster head Hof fa 
and Bert Brennon. his right-hand man, got In 
touch with Postmaster General Summerfield, 
former GOP national committeeman for Mich­ 
igan and the man who had run the Republican 
party ih that state. 
.\fter that the Detroit probe was called off After 
that also, the Teamsters, usually .strong for the 
Democrats, leaked word that they are support­ 
ing Repubiican Homer Ferguson for the senate. 
Meanwhile, a county grand ,iury sparked bv 
the initial Hoffman investigation in Detroit has 
indicted 12 leading Teamsters, including Wil­ 
liam F. Buffalino, head of the .luke box local; 
Mike Nicoletti, head of Local 247 in Detroit, 
and David J. Keating, head of Local 614 in 
Pontiac. Dave Back, national head of the Team­ 
sters. has now suspended all of the 12 except for 
Buffalino, and has named Hoifa as trustee for 
the locals involved. 
Meanvchile also, a subcommittee of the gov­ 
ernment operations committee has been probing 
labor practices in Minneapolis and other areas 
—but has been careful since last November 
to avoid Detroit. 
■\ Woma n Molded History 
When Joseeph Patrick Tumulty, former secre­ 
tary to Woodrow’’ Wilson, died the other day I 
couldn’t help remembering a rainy night many 
years ago W'hen another man was dying and Joe 
stood out in the rain until four in the morning 
He stood outside because his old chief was dying 
and Mrs Woodrow Wilson would not let Joe in. 
And at the funeral, uninvited, Joe followed 
w ith the Negro servants in the rear. 
Behind that incident is not m.erely a s’ory of 
human emotions but of a clash which, if avoided, 
might have saved the peace of the world. 
For. had Mrs. Wilson and Joe Tumully pulled 
together instead of apart, had Mrs. Wilson .not 
shut her husband off from the senate during the 
tragic debate over the League of Nations and 
the Versailles Treaty, they might have been 
ratified and the entire world might ha\e been 
different, 
JLe tv\o people who loved Wilson most, his 
second wife and his secretary, have lived in 
Washington during the years since then, yet 
have never spoken to each other. 
Tumulty, w’hose only love was Wilson, wanted 
him to wmit until after the 19 16 presidential 
election campaign to marrv Mrs. F.dith Galt. 
When Wilson finally decided otherwise. Tu­ 
multy said: “Pm sorry vou’re going u-> do that, 
governor. T was very fond

But !he action has aeeper rneamr.g tr.an tnau 
To carr\ V out. Secretary of .A.gncultuie Benson 
had to resi.'st mnghty pre^siu’es from some iaw- 
maRt-rs ann aairy groups insistent upon retain­ 
ing the old. higher support prices. Benson dis­ 
play od notable courage in exercising the discre­ 
tion on prices granted lo him under the law 
He w.as intent upon this purpose because main­ 
tenance of rigidly hign supports had produced 
bewildering chaos in the dairy field. Butter, 
cheese and other items w'ere lo sonrie degree 
priced out of the market. Cheaper oleomargarine 
captured a substantia! chunk of the butter 
market. 
iMeantiine, since there were no taxers for much 
of the abnormally high dairy output produced a* 
unrealistic prices, the government was compelled 
to store it. Storage charges, through spoilage, 
and shortages of space, all aaded to the burden­ 
some dilemma. 
Today the government owuis one billion pounds 
of dairy products. If has been unable to dispose 
of this huge hoard. 
it was to meet this problem and to try to put 
butter back into real competifion with its substi­ 
tutes that Benson used his power to cut support:- 
There can be no positive assuranei- this w.il! 
prevent 'he further accumiulation of surpluses. 
Bid something had to be tried, and this was 
a logical move. 
Those who opposed the action offered no con­ 
structive alternati\e. The.v simply wished to 
continue the old support levels, on the argument 
that a dow nw ard change would ruin the industry. 
A pietty good case could be made out that the 
levels they desire have taken the industry sev­ 
eral stages down that road. 
Perhapv thev have forgotten what happened 
when p(>tato prices were kept artificially high 
a few years ago. The resulting confusion and 
scandalous waste produced a popular uproar 
that led to removal of all price protection for 
potatoes. The same thing could happen to dairy 
products if consumers’ ire 
were sufficiently 
aroused. 
It is no mean feat to protect both the dairy 
farmer and the consumer. But Benson has taken 
a course which has more hope of being consistent 
with that double objective than did the old plan. 
In doing so. he ma.v have pointed the way to new 
sanity in the whole farm program.
